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GOVERNOR'S INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Senate, and House of Representatives: 

The people of the Stateof Mississippi, at the recent election, 
called me to the Chief Executive office of the State. In obe- 
dience to that call I appear before you to-day, for the purpose 
of taking the oath prescribed by the Constitution for the in- 
cumbent of that office. ` 

In entering upon the duties and responsibilities, with no ex- 
perience in the administration of civil affairs, [am profoundly 
oppressed by the humiliating sense of my unfitness for the po- 
sition. But relying upon the charity and forbearance of my 
fellow-citizens, and invoking the supporting grace of Almighty 
God for wisdom and strength, I shall endeavor to discharge 
those duties honestly and impartially, and with such abilities 
as I possess, taking as a guide the Constitution and the laws as 
the only sure and certain means of attaining the great end to 
which the aims of every patriot should be directed---the peace, 
the order, the protection and the advancement of society. 

I should be wanting in duty and gratitude to my fellow-citi- 
zens who haveso confidingly entrusted me with the Executive 
powers of the State, were I not to make known my views of 
the Constitution, the strueture of our complex form of govern- 
ment, and the principles upon which it is founded, and should 
be administered. . 

The founders of our Republic having achieved their national 
' independence, and finding their first experiment of government, 
under “Articles of Confederation," fast falling into decay and 
contempt, at home and abroad, from defects common to all 
leagues, determined to change that federal organization, and in 
its stead “ordained and established,” the “Constitution of the 
United: States.” The framers of that instrument were wise 
and practical statesmen. They knew from experience. the 
weakness of leagues, the nature of government, and felt the 
necessity of a federal government, its stability and its perpe- 
tuity. They intended it as a “protector” of all the foreign af- 
fairs and some of the domestic concerns of the people; and to 
enable it to achieve these ends, certain enumerated powers and 
rights were “granted” to it by a Constitution, which, for the 
assurance of those rights and powers, was declared to be “the 
supreme law of the land;” and to guard the people against its . 
usurpations, all the rights and. powers not delegated to it, 
were expressly “reserved to the States or to the people.” Such 
of those rights reserved as were not by State Constitutions 
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excepted from the general pówerg.of goyernment were reserved. 
to the States. Such as were.excepted were reserved .to the 
people. In the exercise of the powers and rights granted to 
the Federal Government, and in those only, it.isthe sovereign 
power of the land: In the exercise: of -the. power and rights 
reserved to the States, and not excepted by the people, and in 
those only, it is the sovereign power, within. its.territorial lim- 
its. In the exercise of the powers and rights.excepted from 
the general powérs of government, and those only, the people 
are sovereign. While the people still retain -a residue of sov- 
ereignty to themselves, neither of these, governments can 
rightfully exercise any power properly delegated to the other. 
Upon this three-fold division of power is based the sover- 
eighty of the State and Federal . Governments, and both, were 
designed to protect the people in their publie and private, and 
in their foreign and domestic rights. . . 4 

In view of the'supremacy of the Constitution of the United 
States, and the laws made by Congress in pursuance thereof, 
and in view óf the duty imposed on the President to see that 
the laws are faithfully executed, I have always believed that ~ 
no one or more States, could Constitutionally sever the ties 
that unite the people of the several States into one people. 
Yet I am not unmindful that a-differtnt, doctrine was taught 
in the early stages of our Government, and .was maintained 
by'some of the brightest intellects and most illustrious, patri- 
ots that adorn ouf political history. I6 is to be regretted that

From a long retirement to private life, and absence from 
the State for the last four years, I am ignorant of müch of her 
legislative history, and feel ineompetent to advise further as to 
the proper domestic policy rendered necessary by: the altered, 
distracted, and desolated condition -of the people.

the form and manner prescribed by Proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, in good faith, and . almost with- 
out exception; and whereas, the said State of Mississippi 
is now, for all the proper purposes of Government, one of the 
United States of America, and as such, entitled to the rights 
and protection under the laws of the United States, equal to 
all and each of the other States of the Union; and whereas, 
the State of Mississippi, and the people thereof, are fully and 
essentially under the government of the civil authorities 
thereof; and whereas, the civil authorities of this State are 
amply sufficient to keep the peace and to perpetuate the loyalty, 
and to protect the rights of the citizens thereof; therefore, 

Resolved by the Senate, (the House concurring,) That, in 
the opinion of this Legislature, there is now no further neces- 
sity to continue longer in this State, any considerable portion 
of the army of the United States. And the President of the 
United States is hereby respectfully requested. to withdraw 
from this State all the garrisons and other bodies of ‘the army 
of the United States, at the earliest day possible, consistent 
with his sense of officiat duty.

There are, in room No. 1, (on the ground floor,) 4,303 
volumes; in room No. 2, (on the third floor, ) 6,609 volumes, 
making a total of 10,912 volumes. Most of the books now re- 
maining, are “law books.” Nearly all of the miscellaneous 
and standard works have been stolen and removed—about 
three hundred volumes are badly damaged by leaking of the 
roof of the Capitol, which is in need of repair. 

Nearly all of the maps, charts and manuscripts have been 
stolen.

States a proposition to amend the Constitution of the United

Résolaed by the Senate and House -of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in Congress assembled, (two-thirds of 
bóth Housés concurring,) That the following Article be pro- 
poaed to the Legislatures of the several States as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States, which, when 
ratified by three-fourths of said Legislatures, shall be valid, to 
all intents and purposes, as a part of the said Constitution, 
namely : 


ARTICLE XIII. 


SECTION 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, ex- 
cept as a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have 
been duly convicted, shall exist within the United States or 
any place subject to their jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by 
appropriate legislation.

To tHe SENATE—I herewith return to the Senate a bill en- 
titled *An Act to amend the Exemption Laws of this State," 
with my disapproval. 

It is peculiarly within the province of the Legislature to 
judge ofand to legislate upon the policy of exempting all or any 
portion of the property of the citizens from execution and sale. 
for debt. If the law now presented for my consideration looked 
only to the future transactions between the citizens of the State, 
I feel that I could offer no coustitutional objection, though I 
would regard the policy as deliterious to the advancement of 
the agricultural interests and commercial pr osper ity of so- 
ciety. 

But this law is retrospective, and affects debts already con- 
tracted, and the lién of judgments already obtained. It ex- 
empts a certain amount of property not exempted by law at the 
time the contract was entered into, and at the time of the ren- 
dition of the judgment. This property formed the basis, if it 
was not the creature, of the contract, the money for which the 
judgment-creditor seeks to recover. This law, then, is 
clearly not only in conflict with the law of the contract, but 
denies right and justice to the creditor. It is in violation of 
that clause of the constitution which forbids the passage of ez- 
post facto laws, and laws impairing the obligation of contracts. 
- It cannot, therefore, receive my approval.

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Jacksori, Miss., Nov. 27, 1865. 


To THE SENATE—I herewith return to the Senate a bill en- 
titled “An Act to amend the exemption laws of this' State," 
with my disapproval. 

Itis peculiarly within the province of the Legislature to judge 
of and to legislate upon the policy of exempting all or any 
portion of the property of the citizens from execution ànd 
sale for debt. If the law now presented for my consideration 
looked only to the future transactions between the citizens of 
the State, I feel that I could offer no constitutional objection, 
though I would regard the policy as deleterious to the ad- 
vancement of the agricultural interests and commercial pros- 
perity of society. 

But this law is retrospective, and affects debts already con- 
tracted and the lien of judgments already obtained. It ex- 
empts a certain amount of property not exempted by law at 
the time the contract was entered into, and at the time of the 
rendition of the judgment. This property formed the basis, 
if it was not the creature of the contract, the money for 


257 
which the judement-ereditor seeks to recover. This law, then, 
is clearly, not ‘only in conflict with the law of the contract but 
denies right and justice to the creditor. Itis in violation of 
that clause of the Constitution which forbids, the passage of 
ex post facto laws and laws impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts: It cannot, therefore, receive my approval. - 
BENJAMIN G. HUMPHREYS, 
Governor of Mississippi.

2nd, Beit further Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
transmit to the Secretar y of State of the United States, a copy 
of these resolutions. 
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Mr. Wilson offered the following as a substitute for Mr. Mar- 
tin's amendment, to-wit: 

Amend by adding at conclusion of Report the following: 

Resolved, therefore, by the Legislature of the State of Mississip- 
pi, That it respectfully refuses to adopt and ratify the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States. 

Said substitute was adopted. 

Mr. Miller offered the following as a substitute for the whole. 
subject : 

Wuereas, The Congress of the United States did, on the 
Ist day of February, 1865, propose as an amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States the following as Article XIII; 
that is to say— 

Sec. 1. Neither slavery, nor involuntary servitude, except as 
a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall be duly con- 
victed, shall exist within the limits of the United States, or 
any place subject to their jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by 
appropriate legislation. 

. And whereas, the State of Mississippi, has through her State 
Convention adopted the 1st section of said proposed art., so 
far as relates to her territorial limits, and has incorporated the 
same in her State Constitution, and is now willing, and intends 
in good faith to abide by, maintain and enforce the same; and 
by reason of this fact, so far as the proposed amendment re- 
lates to the prohibition of slavery in this State, and others, 
that have already abolished and prohibited it by their own or- 
ganic law, the Legislature is willing in good faith to ratify it 
absolutely and unconditionally; but so faras relates to any 
slave State or States, that have, or may refuse such ratification— 
the Legislature believing that the proposition involves a politi- 
eal principle or doctrine which is subversive of the reserved - 
rights of such recusant States, are not willing to ee it mer 
unqualified. ratification. 

And whereas, the 2nd section of said amendment proposes 
to confer on the Congress of the United States in respect to 
the subject.matter thereof, a grant of power, which if not 
vague and uncertain, is, at least susceptible of a construction 
dangerous to the dearest rights and most vital interests of the 
people of the States; and in view of this fact, the Legislature 
cannot consistently with their sense of duty, give such second 
section their unqualified ratification. Therefore, 

Resolved, by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, That 
the proposed amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States, be, and the same is hereby ratified. 

Resolved, further, That this ratification is expressly made, 
and adopted upon the conditions, and with the reservations 
following : 
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Ist, It shall not be construed into an approval, or endorse- 
ment of the political principle or doctrine, that the reserved 
rights of a State, can. without the consent of such State, be 
usurped or abridged by the Federal Government through the 
instrumentality of a constitutional amendment. 

2nd, It shall not be construed into, expressed or implied con- 
sent on the part of the Legislature, that Congress shall abolish 
slavery where it lawfully exists in any State that may refuse to 
ratify said amendment. 

3rd, The emancipation of slavery in this State being a 
fixed fact, distinctly recognized by her constitution, and by re- 
cent legislative enactments, designed in good faith to maintain 
and protect the civil rights of the freedmen appertaining to 
their new condition of freedom, the 2nd section of said 
amendment shall not be construed as a grant of power 
to Congress to legislate in regard to the freedmen of this 
State; but so far as relates to this State, it shall be construed 
simply as a grant of power to Congress by appropriate legis- 
lation to prohibit and prevent the re-establishment of slavery 
therein.

Mr. Presipent: The House of Representatives have con- 
eurred in the action of the Senate in passing over the veto of 
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the Governor, the Senate bill entitled “An Act to amend the 
exemption laws of this State.” 

The House has receded from its Second and third amend- 
ments to Senate bill entitled “An Act to punish certain offences 
therein named, and for other purposes. 

The House has concurred in the Senate amendment to House 
bill entitled “An Act to authorize the Board of Police of Clark 
county to authorize the building of toll bridges in certain cases,” 
and have passed the following entitled Senate bills : 


“An Act to appoint additional trustees of the Mississippi 
College at Clinton." 

“An Act supplemental to an act entitled an act to provide for 
the removal and location of the seat of justice of Scott county, 
approved November 8, 1865."

We, the undersigned, petitioners and citizens of Jones coun- 
ty, would respectfully represent that from occurrences that _ 
have transpired within the past two years, the name of our 
county, beyond its limits, has become notorious if not infamous, 
at least to sensitive ears and the public spirited. The re 
proaches and vulgar comparisons are mortifying to those who 
occasionally travel beyond its limits, and have sacrificed much 
to sustain a high reputation. 

We therefore, would petition your honorable body to change 
the name of our county to that of Davis, and the name of our 
county seat (Ellisville) to that of Leesburg, hoping that there- 
by anera in history will commence with marked improvement, 
and that its past history and name may be obliterated and buried 
so deep that the hand of time may never resurrect it, but by 
chance posterity should learn that there was a Jones county 
and the black part of its history. We would ask (not egotis- 
tically) that this petition, together with the names of those an- 
nexed, may be recorded in the journals of both Houses, that 
their mind (posterity) may be disabused of any participation 
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on our part of any of its dark deeds, and in duty bound will 


ever pray. '-

Mr. Prestpent: The undersigned beg leave to present the 
following minority report, as some of the reasons why the 
Legislature should not adopt the amendment first reported by 
a majority of the judiciary committee, recommending action 
in relation to the State debts contracted during the war. Ina 
legal point of view, it is universally conceded, that all debts, of 
whatsoever character, created during the struggle between these 
States and the Federal Government could not be collected; in- 
deed, one would hazard nothing in saying that they were sim- 
ply void. Then, if both or either of these propositions be 
correct, why the reason for disturbing the matter at the pres- 
ent time? Certainly no citizen of Mississippi will be called 
upon to pay onedime of this money until the Legislature takes 
a step in that direction, and if they were so disposed, which 
assuredly they are not, could they enact such a law as would 
bind the people of the State for the payment of the money ? 
In other words, if the act directing the issuance of these treas- 
ury notes was void, ab initio, can the Legislature, by subse- 
quent laws legalizeit? Certainly not. 

Then, it would be simply a question of policy and expedi- 
ency. Viewing it it this light, we regard the proposition as 
unwise and injudicious. In our transition state, it would pro- 
bably be as well not to legislate too much. If Confederate 
money is dead, and the reason for its issuance bad in the outset, 
and the money now acknowledged utterly worthless, would it 
not follow that a similar cirenlation of similar notes, for the 
same reasons and purposes, made by the State of Mississippi, 
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would, and does bear the same relation to the State that the 
Confederate money does to the Confederate States ? If this pro- 
position is correct, tic undersigned, are clearly of t:e opinion 


. baat no action isdemanded. The late Convention declared that 


the act of secession as passed in 1861 was null and void, and 
in consequence of that declaration, all acts of the government 
of Mississippi in furtherance of the policy is inaugurated by 
the ordinance of secession are necessarily void.

On motion of Mr. Martin, the Senate resumed in committee 
of the whole, the consideration of House bill entitled “An Act 
to raise a revenue to defray the expenses of the government ` 
of the State of Mississippi." .Mr. Martin in the chair. 

After some time spent therein, the committee rose and re- 
ported the bill back to the Senate with sundry amendments, 
and recommended the adoption of the amendments and the 
passage of the bill as amended. 

On motion of Mr. Martin, the report was received and 
agreed to.

Black river, which was read three severaltimes under a sus- 
pension of the rule and passed, the title standing as stated. — 

Mr. King, by leave, as aforesaid, introduced a bill entitled 
«An Act to allow injunctions to stay proceedings in the special 
courts of equity of the State of Mississippi in certain cases," 
which was read twice under a suspension of the rule, and, on 
motion of Mr. Wolff. was referred to the Judiciary committee.

House bill entitled “An Act to modify the collective laws of 
this State, which passed both Houses of the present Legisla- 
ture, and was returned to the House by the Governor with his 
objections thereto, and which upon a reconsideration in the 
House passed by a two-third vote on the call of the ayes and 
nays, the Executive veto to the contrary notwithstanding, as 
reported to the Senate by the House on yesterday. 

Said bill was taken up and reconsidered by the Senate. 

The following are the objections of the Governor as commu- 
nicated by the House: 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Jackson, Miss., Nov. 29, 1865. l 
To the House of Representatives: 
I herewith return to the House of Representatives a bill en- 
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titled “An Act to modify the collection laws of this State,” with 
my disapproval. i : 

The desolation and ruin affecting all classes of our people, 
resulting from a suspension of all the industrial and produc- 
tive pursuits of life, the waste and destruction of property 
during four years of war, and the blighting influence brought 
to bear upon the labor of the country, furnish an appeal to the 

‘magnanimous forbearance and indulgence of creditors. that 
cannot be disregarded, or treated by them with indifference. 
It cannot be doubted that the generous impulses of the cred- 
itors, if not the inferior instincts of selfishness, will prompt 
them to evade the coming process of law in the adjustment 6f 
their long outstanding and unsettled claims, and to extend to 
the debtor that indulgence so much needed in re-arranging and 
resuscitating the business life of the country. But when the 
powers of government are invoked to interfere between the 
debtor and creditor, we cannot be unmindful that indulgence 
and mercy to the one may be injustice to the other. It has 
ever been the policy of our government, and also that govern- 
ment from which we derived our soundest maxims of public 
policy, to encourage commerce and trade as the surest means 
of stimulating industry, developing the material resources, and 
the agricultural wealth of the country upon which dependsin 
a great degree, all the other great interests of socity. To fos- 
ter this policy, laws have been enacted regulating contracts 
between individuals, and enforcing compliance with their 
terms. 

The creditor and debtor, each suspicious of the other, natur- 
ally look to these laws for protection against the result of bad 
faith in either, and the remedy guaranteed by the constitution and 
laws for such action, exercise an important influence in indu- 
cing the creditor to part with his property, or money, and the 
debtor in executing his bond on other evidence of his indebt- 
edness. If either party acts unfairly, the injured party relies 
upon the law for redress. To this end, the constitution de- 
clares “that all courts shall be open, and every person, for in- 
jury done him, in his lands, goods, person or reputation, shall 
have remedy by due course and right, justice administered 
without sale, denial or delay; and that the Legislature shall 
pass no bill of detainder, ex-post-facto law nor laws impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts. How do these provisions of 
the constitution accord with the provisions of the bill that is 
presented for my approval! That bill declares, witha few im- 
material exceptions “that all laws for collection of debts, &c., 
are hereby suspended untilthe first day of January, 1868, or 
until otherwise ordered by law." Italso declares that “no ven- 
ditioni-exponas or execution, shall be issued for the sale of 
property, until the time aforesaid, nor shall there be any sales 
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or executions, or writs of venditioni-exponas, now issued or 
levied,—that the provision of this act shall not apply to judg- 
ments in detinue and in trover or other judgments for the re- 
covery of money, &c.,” and denounces pains and penalties 
upon any sheriff or other officer for executing any writs in any 
of the forbidden cases. 

There ig clearly a conflict ‘between the provisions of the con- 
stitution. It closes the doors of the courts by suspending the 
remedies that lead to the administration of right and justice. 
It is not-shfficient to say that this is merely à modification of 
ge remedies and does not affect the law of the contract, nor 
impair its:obligations. Upon the same plea, and in the exer- 
cise of the same power, the Legislature of 1867 can again mod- 
ify the remedies by a further suspension, and thus, legislature 
after legislature, may fill up and roll on these mere modifica- 
tions as they are termed, and postpone the remedies to the end 
of the nineteenth century, to the utter destruction and annihi- 
lation of the contract and all its obligattons. To impair it is 
not necessary to annihilate. Any unreasonable delay, denial 
or sale of right and justice virtually and in effect, does im- 
pair the obligation of the contract, and is in violation of that 
portion of the constitution guaranteeing protection to con- 
tracting parties. The surest means of protecting both so- 
ciety and individuals from financial inflations and insolvency, 
is to maintain the stability of the law, and the prompt enforce- 
ment of the terms of contract. And the debtor will more cer- 
tainly find his best interest subserved in a full and fair adjust- 
ment with his creditor, than at the end of valuation laws, “‘re-. 
demption laws," exemption laws or “stay laws" with their ac- 
eumulation of interest, court costs and lawyers fees.
